The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose a method for forming a lesion in the heart tissue with an ablating device 
including the steps of creating an opening in the chest wall into the thoracic cavity, 
positioning the electrode adjacent to the heart tissue and ablating the heart tissue while 
the heart is beating.
